WHAT IS LAND WORTH? 


I once heard an old gentleman say: 


"I'll buy anything you have if you 
will sell It cheap enough, and I'll sell 
anything I have if you will pay me 
what I ask for it." 
Very good com- 


mon sense don't you think? 
Then 


someone else, said: "Sell when others 
want to buy, then you can buy when 
they have to sell." -Right again. 


The question frequently arises as 


to what is land worth or, in 
other 


words, what determines 
Its 
value? 


During the war period when products 
of the soil sold for higher prices than 
were ever known in history and in 
a "boom" period never before prece- 
dented farmers in some of the west- 
ern states, particularly Iowa. paid, at 
least they agreed to pay. as much as 
$500 per acre for land. Not one acre 
at this price but an entire farm. Any- 
one who Kept track of this western 
land boom will know that some of this 
land was bot and sold on paper sev- 
eral times at from-f.300 to 5500 per 
acre within a fen months tlmo and 
with only a 
few dollars 
in cash 


changing hands. 
These farmers so 


far as profitable production is con- 
cerned are down and out 
This is 


one of the tragic cases of financial 
loss sustained by farmers who bot 
farms at the peak of inflated values 
only to find a "white elephant" on 
their hands when tho bubble burst. 
' This perhaps may be an abnormal 
Illustration but it brings us to the 
point as to whether land is 
really 


worth what H polls for or in other 
words what some one is willing 
to 


pay for it. 


Of course some land is worth more 


than other, but the idea is to arrive 
at some fair estimate of the actual 
value of 'land, with Us soil, location 
and adaptability considered. Looking 
at it from one angle a thing is worth 
just as much as you could get for it 
if you wanted to sell it, but the sale 
value should at least resolve itself to 
the point that is based upon 
what 


cash revenue it will return 
along 


with what satisfaction 
or 
pleasure 


that might be derived from its pos- 
session. In tho case of a farm, its 
value as a homo has until recently 
added greatly to the price. As 
the 


number of people who want to live on 
farms decreases or 
increases 
this 


"home value" will continue, and It 
will never be- wholly lost for there are 
and always will be, people who will 
continue to attach to the land, an ex- 
cess value over and above Its earn- 
ing capnclty. 


A person who wishes to buy a farm 


and who does not have the cash, and 
•who must depend on his 
farm 
to 


bring In the money to meet the de- 
ferred payment, must necessarily look 
to its possibilities of producing cash 
revenue. In a case of this kind It 
would not be safe to allow very much 
for homo value, for if the farm will 
not pay for itself, then the home is 
lost with tho farm.
